TbePpiblic Cemetery. 

It may not be too lato to Buggost a 
iGconHideration by the Board of the au- 
iionncod cletonnination to place tho 
Public Ccniotory at Ogden Point— to 
bury tlio dciul of Victoria under her 
veiy noso. It scorns almost unneces- 
eary that -svo Bhould onteif into the 
merits of a question alroady so fully 
dicuHHcd; and yotono feels loath to al- 
low to pass without further remark or 
protest an act that it is quite cer- 
tain this coiiuuunity will have occasion 
to regret, should it bo persisted in. 
Looking at the question from a finan- 
cial point of view aU)no, the Cemetery 
Board would do much bettor by pur- 
chasing a suitable piece of laud in an- 
other direction. The auction sale, held 
on Thursday, has given tho key to tlu^ 
value of property in the dirtiction of Og- 
den Point. The twelve acresproposed 
to be set apart for a Public Cfemetei-y, 
if not premiituroly forced upon the mar- 
ket, might bo in-csumo(lto realize con- 
Bidcrably more than Imlf as many thou- 
mnd doilars. "What land has already 
been disposed of has realized sulhcicait 
and more tlian suiBcient money with 
■which to purchase and enclose a much 
larger site in a inoro sui table lo(;ation, 
and the Board would still have? left the 
means of creating an ample fund for 
the gradual iniprcjveinent and proper 
maintenauco of tho Public Ccmctci-j-. 
It can hardly be contended that the 
twelve acres set apart at Ogden Point 
is of sufficient extent for a permanent 
cenietei-y. Indeed, the Board have ac- 
knowledged as much by preliniinaiT 
negotiations for the purchase of some 
eight acres of adjacent land, and for 
which they would doubtless have to 
pay as much as would buy probably 
throe or four times as much ground in 
a position licttcr adapted fur the jinr- 
poso. It ■w'ill scarcely be considered 
necossai-;y that wo should reiterate 
the various arguments against placing 
the cometeiT so close to the city on the 
windward side of it. The principal ob- 
jections aro so self-evident that they 
must readily suggest tlieni.sclves to the 
thoughtful mind. But wo woidd just 
point out this single facts The only 
really practicable approach to a ceme- 
tery placed at Ogden Point would bo 
across James' Bay bridge. To say no- 
thing of tho liability of that bridge to 
accident, is it a desirable thing that 
every funeral iirocession should bo un- 
der the necessity of wending its way 
over that bridge in all kinds of weather? 
At any of the other three points of tho 
compass, either west, north, or oast of 
the city, might he obtained a larger, 
cheaper and moro suitable siLo for a 
pubbc cemetery. Wo believe an in- 
iluentially signed petition against hav- 
ing the cemeteiy at Ogden Point has 
boon pi*escnted, and we would i-cspect- 
fully urge the gentlemen comprising 
tho Board to well consider tho matter 
in all its bearings heforo irrevocably 
committing thoniselvcs to a decision 
which there is every reason for beUev- 
ing to be out of harmony with public 
opinion. 



Dead Issnes. 



It would really poom that Mr. DeCos- 
moB cannot permit his old tariff liobby- 
liorae to rost in its grave. At tho Alham- 
bra Hall, on Thursday evening, he refer- 
red to that dead issue in terms which call 
for some remarks. Tho advocates of the 
Oanadian Tariff, he said, had contended 
that wo would pay much less duty under 
it tlian nnder tho old British Co!uml)ian 
Tariff. It turned ^ut, liowcvor, that tho 
reyor.so was tho case. 

"The fact is (vro quoto from his own 
paper) that tho reeeiptR from Ajiril Isl to 
June 30th, 1S71, undiT thuB.C. TarilT was 
894,81.5; this year for tho corresponding 
period it was j:'.»7,72(i, showing conclusive 
fy that tho Canadian Tariff is 82,811 moro 
in tho pame period." 

Now, wo would not like to accuse Mr. 
DoCosmos of wilfully falsifying fif^nres in 
order to make a political point; Init tliat 
ho used falso liKureK cannot l>o denied. 
Tho value of imports from tho 2.5tli I\rarc]i 
to tho 2,')th Juno, ]H71, was $385,640 
95; and tho duty paid thereon aniounti'd 
to?88,427 44' Tlio valno of iiiiporlH 
during the corresponding quarter of the 
present year was S544,426; and the 
duty paid theroou amounted to $91,335 
4:2. While, therefore, it is quite true 
that upwards of two thousand dollars 
more was ptfid in duties during tho Spring 
quarter of 1872 than was paid during the 
corresponding quarter of 1871, it is also 
true, and it is a most signilicimt and im- 
portant Wth whii'h Mr. DoCosmos took 
caro to suppress, tiiat tho inqiorts during 
tho former qu.arter exceeded tlio.^^o of tlie 

latter by ^158,785 05, or nearly 

fifty per cent ! it is, tliorefore, an 
aggravated miBreprosontation of facts and 
an iinpafdonable misuse of flares to us- 
sert that bocauHQ we paid a triflo inor,. in 
duties during Iho Sprinfc quarter of thia 
•rear than last, the rate of duli(>s is, tlien'- 
foro, higher nndrr tho Canadian Tariff 
than it was under tlio lirilisli Colum- 
bia one. A careful calculation will show 
that it is very much Icbh. What a superb 
rinanco Minister Mr. DeOoamos would

"When, ten niroilhs sinco.T was elected n 
rt'prcscntative to Ottawa I promised, 
am(ni^;st (jthor subjects, to nviio. upon the 
(iovernnient tho iieccsHity of drodginf; 
Victoria Harbor, of making arrangenient.s 
for the commoueomont of tlio Dry Dock 
at Esquimau, of building Lighthouses, 
and of making Esquimalt and Victoria 
tho Terminus of tho Canadian Pacific 
Railroad. It is, therefore, p-atifyinf? to 
mo to bo able to state, as it will lie sa- 
tisfactory for yon to learn, that in these 
matters my eU'orts Imve jiroved entirely 
successful; and further, that several Fe- 
deral Laws misnited to ]?ritish Columbia 
were, throuf;h my ri>prosoiitations, not ap- 
plied to thisl'rovinco. 

Although thoroughly couviuced that 
the Dominion Government will un- 
doubtedly faitlifiilly fulfil thoir part 
f)f tho Terms of Confederation to the 
fullest extent and otherwise aid, by 
all legitimate means, tho endeavors of the 
inhabitants of British Columbia to pro- 
mote tho advancement and well-being of 
this portion of tho Doniinion, still, if 
e'ectcd, I shall deem it niy duty to jeal- 
ously guard these conditions ami to urge 
thiMi- rapid and complete fullillment; and, 
as occasion occurs, solicit further assist- 
ance from the ]Ministrv. 

It is essential that British Columbia 
should bo brought into direct communi- 
cation with tho seat of Government at Ot- 
tawo. I sholl, therefore, urge upon the 
jSIinistry tho advisability of connecting 
tho present telogi-aph system of British 
(,'ohimbia with that of the Eastern Pro- 
vinces. 

I'endiiig tho more rapid mcins of 
(Minnnuuication uitli the (loncral tioverii- 
nii'iit, it is at least cxpedii'nt that tho 
Lieut, f inv('ni(,r nf t his I'rnvinco should 
bi^ cndowcil with iiiiij-i> pxicnsivc powers in 
criiiiiiial matters, 1 1 b.'

HimtiMK.'cs and to di'lay, if advi.sable, the 
oiei'.utioii of crimiualu. 

TIk; jirospi'rity of British Columbia be- 
ing in no small degree dependent niioiiaii 
incica.so of jmpulation, I shall use niy 
best olTorts to induce tho Ministry of Ca- 
nada to assist tlio Local Govornmont in 
carrv'ing out any well devised scheme of 
immigration. 

Tho iiiiniediafe organ i/.;d ion of the In- 
dian J^epartinent is e.snenlially neces- 
sary to tlie well-lieing of all. 

('ircniiis!;ui,"rs and cmiditions now un- 
forsceii may ai-ise in thin I'mvincii; but 
siiice 1 sliall I'eside among yon tliey will 
be(;ome known to me, ami questions aHki? 
of interest to Britisli Columbia and tlio 
D(uiiini()n will doubtless come iq) in Par- 
liament. Each and all of theso shall com- 
mand my careful study and deliberate 
judgmont; but, speaking gerierally, I 
sliall, as I have, done hitherto, givo a lib- 
eral and linn support to tho Macdonald- 
Cartior Adiiiinisf ration, tho faithful 
friends of Dritisb (!olnmbia, l)eing con- 
vinced tliat tho welfar(> of the Domiiiion 
and Ihi^ niaU'rial interests of thin rrovinco

Ho knew bo little of 
what was expectedof him that ho placed 
Ids tiuger so wide ajmrt that she could 
SCO b(!tween them. I'his lady afterward 
became liis wife, and he found that this 
reading by abnormal ^-ision was a fact. 
He'had never jiropcrly understood it 
before. Since then, however, he had 
seen her read so hundreds of times 
n.nd coiiviiioo liundrods of people. 
Many pm-sons had been prepared for 
the acceptance of spiritualism by what 
thoy s^w of her clairvoyance. Not only 
did .she read books in Uiis manner, but 
tho luimau l)ody itself appeared to bo 
diapiiaiMniH to her. She had been made 
uso of in hospitals to diagnoe diseases 
and juoscrihe for them. Her power 
was just the sanio whether her eyes 
wero bandnged Qx not; in fact, il tho 
eyes of the flosh were open she 
could not read at all. A young man 
onco nskcd lier if sho could see 
the ])ain ho had. Slio said ho must 
have siid'ered a fractiiro of tho ril), as 
one bono was overlapping another. 
Tl 10 young man jreplied that he had 
siiirered such fracture and that he had 
always feared tho bones had not boon 
properly set. On another occasion an 
oJlicer caiuo with a friend. He was 
dressed as a private gentleman. Ho 
had lost a carpet bag and wanted to 
know if it coiUd be found by moans of 
clairvoyance. ' Sho described the bag 
and contents amongst, nnmerouR other 
tilings a braoo of curious silver-mount- 
ed pistols of Indian workmaushij), then 
a somotliiiig which she could not identi- 
fy. Turning to tho officer, she uttered 
a seream. Ho wore an artificial arm;

Tho peasnnt then made tho Czar ou- 
ter ft little room full of children. In a 
oradlo W(U-o two infants sleeping sound- 
ly, a girl three year old was shioping 
(HI a rug near the cradlo; while her two 
sisters, the ono five and the other seven 
yeai-8 old, were crying and praying to 
heaven for thoir mother, who was in n 
room adjoining. 

"Stay In^re," said the jionsant to the 
Czar. "1 will go and got Homethifg 
for yoiur supper." 

He wont out, and soon nitrned with 
Home black bread, eggs and honey. 

"You see all I havo to givo you," 
said tho peasant; "you are welcome to 
partake of it with my children — I must 
go to my wife," 

"Yoiu: chaiity, your hospitality," 
said tho Czar, "must bring down bless- 
ing upon your house. I am sure lioavon 
will rewaid yiiur goodness." 

"Pray to lieaven, my good friend," 
replied tl^'O peasant, "pray to luiaven 
that my wife may get well. That is all 
I wish for. 

"And is that .dl you wish, my friend, 
to make you happy ?" 

"Happy ! judge for yourself; I havo 
five fine children, a dear wife that lovos 
mo; ft mother and father in good health; 
and my labor is suflioiont to support th(>m 
all." 

"Do your father and mother live with 
you ?" 

"Y'ob; thoy are in the noxt room with 
my wife ?" 

"But your cottago horo is so very 
small." 

"It is largo enough; it can hold us all." 

Tho peasant thou vifnt to Id.s wdfo, who, 
an hour after, was haiipily past all danger. 
Her husband, in a transnort of joy I rouv lit 
tho new-born child to tuo Czar. 

•'Look," sold he, "what a fine, hearty 
child ho is. May heaven preserve him as 
it hath done my others I" 

Tho Cz.ar, Ronsibly aiToctod by tho Bocno 
took tho infant child in his arms and 
said, — 

"I know, from tho ]diysiognomy of thn 
child that ho will ho quite fortunate; ho 
will arrive, I am certain at great omi- 
nencp." 

The peasant smiled at tho prediction; 
and that iiistnnt tho two eldest girls camo 
to their now-l)orn brother, and thoir 
grandmother camo also to take him back. 
Tho little ones followed hor. ..And the 
peasant laying himself down on his bed of 
Btra-»f, invited tho stranger to do tho samo. 
In a moment tho peasant was in a sound 
and pnaoeful sldop; but tho C-/ar, sitting 
up, looked around, and eonteinplatod 
everything with an oyo of toiulernoss and 
omotion -tho Rioi'ping idiildiou, and thoir 
sleeping fidhor. An undisturbed silonoo 
reignoil in tho cottago. 

"What a happy calm! what delightful 
tranrpiilitv !" said tho Czar. "Avarice 
and ambition, suspicion and remorse, 
never enter here. How sweot is the sleep 
of innocouco." 

In such rofloction and on such a bod, 
did tho Emperor of tho Ibissia.s pjKuid tho 
night. Tho poasant awoke at tho break 
of day; and his guest taking leave of him, 
said: — 

"I must go to 'Mo.'ioow, my friond. I 
am acfpiainted tliero with a very benevo- 
lent man, to whom I shall fako euro t^i 
mnntion your kind troatmiMit to me. 1 
can prevail n])on him to stand goilfatlior 
U) your child. Promise mo, theroforo 
that you will wait for me, that I may bo 
present at the christning. I will ho back 
in throe hours at tlii> farthest." 

Tho ].oasant did not think nuioh of 
this mifjhty jiromise, but in flio goiul- 
naturo of hU hourt, ho oonsontnd to tho 
st ranger's roi-juost. 

Tho Czar imniodiately took his loavo. 
Tho throe hours woro soon gone, and 
nobody ai)pcared. Th(> poa«;ant, thoroforo, 
fidlowod by hh- family, -ivns lu'oparing to 
carry his cldld t<j chnroh ; but, as ho was 
leaving his cottage, ho hoard on a nnddon 
tho tramp of horses, and tho rattling of 
many vohiolos. Ho know tho iiupiu-ial 
guards, and oiUlod his fiunily to oamo and 
800 the G/.ftr go by, Thoy ull ran out in 
a hurry, and stooll before tho door. Tho 
horses'and carriages soon formed a circu- 
lar lino, and at last tho stage coach of tho 
Czar stopiiod onffudo tho good poasnnt's 
door. Tho guards keid bnoU tho crowd , 
whicli tlic hope o' f'feing thoir aovoroign 
had collooted t(-)gothor. 

Tho ehariot door was opened, the Oznj 
alighted and advancing to his host, thus 
addressed him - — 

"I promisi'il you a godfather, T am come 
to fiillil my pl(Mlgi>. (rivomoyour ciiild 
and f(dlow mo to chur(di." 

'J'ho iioasant 'li.ood litco n stiituo; now- 
looking at tho Czar -with tho mingled omo- 
tions of astonishment and joy; now ob- 
serving his magnificent robos and tho 
costly jewels with which th(>y vvori> adorn- 
ed; and now ti'rning to the crowd of 
nobles that surr(miidi>d him. In tliis|ii-o- 
fusiou of ])om|) ho 0(Hild not discover the 
iionr ntrangor who had laid all night with 
him upon tho sti-aw. Tho C/ar silently 
enjoTOd his perplexity for somo moinouts 
and then addroHsod him thus: ~ 

" Yesterday yon jierformed tho diiiios 
of linmanity; to-day T am come to dis- 
rhargo tho ra<-;st fiiithful duty of a sovor- 
aign — of rocom])onsiiig virt,uo. .1 shall 
not, remove yon from a situation to which 
you do BO jnuoh honor, anil tho innocouco 



and tranquility of -wdiich I envy, but I 
will bestow upon you ouch things ns may 
bo useful to you. You shall havo numer- 
ous flocks, rich pastures, and a honso that 
will enable you to exercise the duties of 
eospitality with pleasure. Your new- 
born child shall be my ward; for you re- 
momhor," ho continuod, smiling, "that I 
proi)ho3iod ho would ho fortunate." 

Tho good peasant could not speak; hut, 
with tears of grateful sensibility in his 
eyes, ho ran instantly to fetch the child, 
brought him to tho Czar and laid him re- 
spoctfnlly at his foot. This excellent 
soveroigu -was quite afToctod, ho took the 
child in his arms and carried it to ohur(di; 
and after tho ceremony was over, uuwill- 
ing to deprive him of his mother's care, 
ho took him to the cottage and ordered 
him to bo sont to him as soon as could bo 
weaned. 

The Ozar faithfully fulfilled lusongoge- 
mont, caused the boy to bo educated in 

his jiidaco, provided amjdy for his future 
.settlomoiil in life and continued ovor aftoi- 
to heap favors upon tho virtuous poasant 
and his family. 

The San Jnan Boimdary. ■ 

Tho Berlin corresjwndent of the Co- 
logno Crazotto says that tho Aiuer:.(;an 
Countor-caso in tho San Juan boundary 
question, v.-hich was laid Ijofore the 
Emperor of Ooi-many on June 11 th, 
consists of four parts. The llrst is di- 
rected to the refutation of the argu- 
ments of the English memorial, and to 
a criticism of tho proofH advanced in 
it. The seeoiid is designed to prove 
that the treaty must bo inter]ir(!ted ac- 
etirding to its (dear sonso, and so in- 
terpreted ia plainly in favor of the Am- 
erican contention; that even if the 
sense is not dear, the party which 
withdrew from tho treaty, t,hat is, I'hig- 
land, mnsl, bear the eonse(|iieneeH of 
ambiguity. The third part quotes 
FiiigliHli ^linisterH and statesmen among 
others as witnesses on the Aniericau 
sido. And tho fourtlipart, after citing 
rules of international law, concludes 
with the following words: — 

Everything is now favourable to a 
peaeoful settlement. The intluential 
Hudson's Bay Compiiny has ceased to 
exist. Tho United States havo paid 
for their rights of possession to it and 
to other British companies and British 
snbjoets great sums of money, which 
both they and the ]3ritish CT(jvornnieiit 
acknowledge to be fully sulliciont. The 
generation of Britons which took upon 
itself tho disagreeable task of keeping 
the fruitful region of North "Western 
America in the condition of a wilder- 
ness has died out. Under the fostering 
intluenco of tho United States cities 
havo risen in the place of tho fur trad- 
ers' stations, and agriculture has ban- 
ished the hunting and snaring of wild 
boasts. Tho position of tho land 
facilitates tho final acknowledgment of 
tlio rights of tho United States, and 
encourages tho expectation that a 
decision favourable to them Avill be 
received 'without exciting surprise or 
chagrin.
